Board of trustees of. Lansing’s 


approved a nurse subsidy pro- 
gram financed by the hospital, 
Glen W. Fausey, director of the 
hospital, announced Thursday. 

“This plan is to be placed in op- 
ération September 1, not only to 
Sti ate student nurse recruit- 
ment but to assist those who en- 
rolled after the discontinuance of 
United States cadet nurse corps 
program,” Mr. Fausey said. “It is 
understood this plan would be cur- 
tailed if Congress passes a bill now 
pending to re-establish the cadet 
nurse program.” 

The student will receive no 
stipend during her pre-clinical or 
probationary period of six months, 
Mr. Fausey said, but $10 per 
month will be paid-the student for. 
the following 10 months, $15 for 
the next 10 months, and $20 for 
the last $10 months. During the 
36 months’ nurses training course 
the student will receive $450. in 
aid. The entrance fee still will be 
required ‘as uniforms, books, capes 
and other equipment must be pur- 
chased, 

The policy established by the 
board affects those students in 
training as of July 1, exclusive of 
cadet nurses. Also the students en- 
tering the school in September will 
participate in the subsidy program 
after their probationary. period.

Not Worst Year 2 

Even so, 1946 was not the worst| 
year for traffic fatalities. All 
things considered, the record for 
that year was pretty good. The 
most tragic year in motoring his- 
tory was in 1941, when 37,512 per- 
sons were killed. That ‘was the| 
high point to which traffic fatali-| 
ties had steadily climbed over ai 
30-year period beginning about 
1912, when 1,758 died. After 1912, 
the popularity of the automobile 
grew, and so did the number of 
deaths. Year by year the number 
killed increased, with a few ex- 
ceptions—notably during the war 
when gasoline rationing drastical- 
ly curtailed driving. 

After Japan surrendered and 
gasoline rationing was abandoned, 
fatal accidents shot upward. In 
the first four or five months of 
last year, people were being done 
to death in such staggering num- 
bers that it was confidently pre- 
dicted that the fatality list would 
exceed that for 1941. So when I 
say that the record for 1946 was 
“pretty good”, what I mean is 
that it might have been much 
worse, that the rising curve of fa- 
talities was turned downward, and 
that the number killed in propor> 
tion to miles driven was substan-

trunsmit the so-called “harmful’” 
ultraviolet light? 

The answer is that they are not. 
Ordinary white glasses allows only 
a small amount of ultraviolet light 
to pass through. The fact is that in 
order to obtain passage for ultra- 
violet through a window pane it 
has to be made especially for that 
purpose. an ; 

And Doctors of Medicine who 
have studied this subject now de- 
clare that a certain amount of ul- 
traviolet light actually is healthful 
to the eyes, anyway. 

So — if your eyes feel better 
when shielded from the blinding 
rays of the sun, you needn't be 
afraid to wear sun glasses.
